SHREWSBURY GARDENS offers this year a Specialists’ Selection of four great 
garden flowers which share the same bed amicably and with fine foliar respect 
for each other’s height of flowering. The peony leads off with richly handsome 
bloom and clean, dark, full-season foliage which holds its grace among the 
other blossoms as they come. Next the great iris towers rise to shine their 
amazing color range for one of the loveliest periods of the growing season, 
after which their less sightly later leafage is happily veiled by the fonting 
foliage of the surplanting, newly-colored and shaped modern daylily which 
with the peony’s greenery is attractive to season’s end. Intermittently and in 
their different seasons of bloom the shafts of lilies push through the cool, shad- 
ing and balancing foliage of the others ie open their own very special love- 
liness. 


Our lists make no pretense at being in any way definitive, are only the 
reflection of taste in one Garden’s growing of the finest material of varied 
specialists in several fields. As has been true since Shrewsbury Garden’s first 
offering of daylilies in 1949 this perennial’s potential remains our greatesi horti- 
cultural interest. Such names as TIGER EYE and TOWN HILL (1949); RED 
SPIDER (1950); MALAGA, OXHEART and SALT ASH (1951); BRANDON, BROM- 
LEY and FLAMING MAPLE (1955) are now part of the horticultural heritage of 
Vermont and have spread example of the loveliness of vigorous Green Moun- 
tain Originations in daylilies to public and home gardens throughout the 
country. May TANGIER (1956) merit as warm and wide-spread hospitality. 


During these same years the selective growing of spring-flowering bulbs, 
primroses, peonies, irises, delphiniums, lilies, oriental poppies, phlox, hardy 
asters and early chrysanthemums has been a stimulating and educational under- 
taking, rewarding in enjoyment, experience and judgment. These programs 
have meant the pleasant necessity of growing the top introductions of hy- 
bridizers in these different fields. No one but the specialist can attempt to keep 
up with the hundreds of new varieties offered each year, and the total of these 
plants which stand the test of time to become fine garden standards is naturally 
small. What we offer this year is our selection from several different special- 
ists in four of these fields, and we shall continue to add more each succeeding 
season as careful evaluation and accumulation of stock permits. These are all 
plants we feel are sure of becoming and remaining handsome standard varieties 
in the flowering borders of gardening homes, where the long-range value of an 
established specimen is of more importance than its newness or rarity. It is 
our hope that you will find our selective judgment to be of value in the taste- 
fulness and beauty of your own loved flowering borders. 


Cultural directions for each perennial go out with orders for each. Day- 
lilies are shipped from the first of May through October, irises from July through 
September, peonies in September and October, and lilies in October and No- 
vember. For New England and New York State customers who often make 
Shrewsbury Gardens a personal visit in spring, summer and fall at various top 
blooming periods of favorite plants and bulbs many other fine perennial gar- 
den subjects are available. It is our hope that many more of you, coming to 
Vermont, will seek out our flowering hillside, two miles off State Highway 103, 
and look around the Gardens as long as you may wish, allowing time to linger 
on the knoll to enjoy seeing so much of the loveliness of Vermont laid out and 
around before your eyes.
